This is being done, 
he said, because St. Louis bankers and 
the Business Men's League, before the 
election, adopted resolutions opposing 
prohibition, and stating it was a “busi- 
ness matter’’ and not political. 

What the Returns Show. 

Returns from out in the State indi- 
cate Missouri would have voted dry last 
Tuesday if it had not been for the 
overwhelming wet majority in St. Louis. 
With the vote from 20 wet countiés and 
7@ dry counties still unreported, the fig- 
ures show 227,750 wet votes to 130,041 dry 
votes, a wet majority of 97,70. If the 
ratio in the unreported counties were 
kept up it would eut the wet. majority 
to between 60,000 and 75,000. 

Although 12,000 more votes were cast 
in St. Loufe this year than in 1910, when 
the liquor issue was submitted, the wet 
majority in the city was only 1539 larger. 
In 1910 St. Louis cast 134,336 wet votes, 
and 8247 dry votes, as compared with 
140,900 wet and 13,272 dry votes this year. 
In 1910 the total vote in the State was 
425,406 wets and 207,281 dfys. Kansas 
City, which gave a 22,000 wet majority 
in 1910, this year gave the drys a majori- 
ty of 1000. 

“We are convinced,’ Supt. Shupp said 
to a Post-Dispatch’ reporter’ today, 
“there was not a fair count in St. Louis 
of the votes on ‘the prohibition amend- 
ment. The ridiculously small number of 
votes “counted against the amendment 
out of so large a to vote is, on the 
face of it, an: evidence. -of ‘the overzeal-.

PARIS, Nov. 13.—Fallure of manufac- 
turers in the United States and Spain to 
deliver freight cars ordered by France, 
was criticised in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties by Luis Dubois. He said that out 
of 35,000 cars contracted for only 3000 or 
4000 had. been delivered and that the 
terms of agreements made had not

BRAZIL HAS*.PLAN 10 
RESIST TRADE RESTRICTIONS 


Would Form League of Neutrals and 
Insist Upon Unmolested Trans- 
portation During War. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Full de-. 
tails of the recent proposal to the 
Brazilian Parliament by the Brazilian 
Society of International Law for the 
formation of a league of neutrals to 
resist trade restrictions and other 
encroachments by belligerents, were 
made public here today through the 
official gazette of the Brazilian Par- 
liament. The proposed league would 
consist of all present neutrals, and 
would spring automatically into ef- 
fect whenever another war started. 

The rights suggested are the im- 
munity of enemy goods under 4a 
neutral flag, complete liberty to 
trade. between neutral nations re- 
gardiess of — ultimate--- destination, 
freedom from any extra territorial 
actions such as blacklisting, and the 
forbidding of any alien to inform a 
foreign government of matters which 
might lead to belligerent restric- 
tions. ' 

Violations of these rights would be 
met under the plan, first by the 
withdrawal by the neutral league of 
the privilege of friendly treatment 
for the offending nation, including 
the trade rights. In case a consular 
or diplomatic official should be con- 
cerned, his credentials would be 
handed him at onee. If this proved 
unavailing, hostilities might follow.

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MTDANIEL ON TRIAL 
FOR MURDER OF WIFE 


Defense Fails in Effort to Dis- 
qualify Sheriff and Coroner 
as Prejudiced. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 13.—The trial 


of Osear Di McDaniel, Prosecuting At- 
torney of Buchanan County, charged 
with having murdered his wife, Harriet 


Moss McDaniel, which was halted three 
weeks ago by allegations that the jury 
venire had been prejudiced, was resumed 
this morning at 9:30 o’clock before Judge 
Thomas F. Ryan in the Criminal Court. 

John T. Barker, Attorney-General, 
handling the prosecution for the State, 
made the first meve by filing an. affi- 
davit of prejudice against the Sheriff 
and Coroner. 

Bart M. Lockwood, State special pros- 
ecutor, read the affidavit. It stated the 
State believed the Sheriff and Coroner 
prejudiced and partial to the defendan 
and not capable of being fair in the 
handling of the jury during thé progress 
of the case. 

Sheriff Is Questioned. 

It asked new officials be appointed 
to take their places. The jury was 
withdrawn from the room while evi- 
dence was presented by Lockwood, back- 
ing his request. 

Sheriff C. H. Jones,.was called to 
the witness stand and questions by the 
Attorney-General concerning his rela- 
tions with McDaniel since the charge 
of murder was placed against the prose- 
cutor. Jones is a member of McDaniels’ 
political faction.* He was censured 
strongly while McDaniel was being held 
in the jail pending the preliminary 
hearing because of the liberty he allowed 
the prisoner. 

“I gave him the key to the jail, yes,”’ 
he answered to -Barker this morning, 
“and ihe do it again and feel perfectly 
gafe.’ 

Jones said he had stated publicly ne 
belleved McDaniel innocent. 

“I electioneerd for him and wanted to 
see him re-elected,” Jones declared on 
the stand. 

He admitted he would not give Bart 
M. Lockwood assistance from his of- 
fice when Lockwood first was appoin:- 
ed by the State as Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, 

Refuses to Disqualify 

Judge Ryan refused to _ disqualify 
Jones, explaining there was not suffi- 
cient evidence to show prejudice in favor 
of the defendant. 

At 10:15 o’clock the 125 veniremen out 
of which 12 will finally be selected tw 
act as a jury were brought into the 
courtroom and the task of qualifying 
the jury began. 

Four men out of the first five exam- 
ined were disqualified on Attorney Gen 
eral Barker’s challenge, because they 
were conscientiously opposed to the 
death penalty. 

There was a marked difference in the 
appearance of the venire as compared 
with the one swmmoned to first tria! 
and later discharged because of Attor- 
ney-General Barker's declaration that ‘t 
appeared to be prejudiced for McDan- 
iel.

Five Points for Hatred.

But even 
the most hopeful in Germany, such 4s 
Scheidemann, Suedekum, David and 
others of the Social Democratic group, 
and Naumann of the Radicals admit the 
resumption must come within a few 
months unless peace comes first.

How deeply grounded is the resent-

Dr. Graves Tells His Story. 
“This is what came about. A short 


time ago, three letters came into my 
possession; I will not sa} how. They 
were smuggled here to avoid interference 
by the British censors or anyone else. 

“On ‘their face, these letters were 
simply affctionate missives written from 
a woman in Germany to Countess von 
Bernstorff—sort of a diary, it would ap- 
pear. Close examination, however, tol] 
me there was something more to them. 

“Il know many codes, and I decoded 
these, It took me 48 hours, but, I finally 
read them all. 
only code enough to say that ‘two more 
importen+ documents are to be expect- 
@d.’ The other two proved to be these 
‘important documents. And they are 
important.”’ 

“They started out of Germany by 
three different messengers and by thres 
different routes. They came to me about 
& week or 80 ago. 

“Last Tyesday, election das’, I tele- 
phoned ta Prince von Hatzfeldt at the 
German embassy in Washington that I 
had important news for him. I told him 
who I was, and he said: ‘‘You’d bett-r 
not use the name Graves; use Graham 
instead.’ When he hearu in a general 
way what I had he asked me to come 
and see him on the following day, 
Wednesday, which I did. 

“I told him I had three letters ad- 
dressed to the Countess von Bernstorff.

The Bulgarians, during their opera- 
tions, advanced into Albania to Elbas- 
san, while it was the Austrians who 
held Pristina and Prizrend.. The 
garians traded Elbassan and the sec- 
tion of Albania held by them to the 
Austrians for Pristina and Prizrend. 

Whether the line I have mentioned is 
that of the proposed division of Servia, 
no one’ here will discuss, and it undoubt- 
odly depends much upon the outceme vf 
the war. It is insisted that the way 


must remain open—that this is of the 
most vital importance to both Bulgaria 
and to the central Powers. That means 
that both the central Powers and Bul- 
garia would insist that the northeast 
corner of Servia be cut off and added 
to Bulgaria. 


“New Servia” Finds Favor. 
In Vienna and Budapest there was 


much talk, some time ago, about will- 
ingness to restore ‘‘old,’’ or ‘‘smalier,"’ 
Servia, under a new dynasty. In Sofia a 
“new Servia"’ or ‘enlarged Montenegro’”’ 
seems to find favor. But here, as in 
Budapest and Vienna, it is aseerted with 
great emphasis, “The Karageorgevitches 
cannot come back.’’ 

Bulgaria’s attitude toward Rumania 


brudja, which Rumania took frofm her 
when Bulgaria was on her back in 1913, 
and a probable insistence on even a 
little more than the old Dobrudja, un- 
der the guis ‘of a “rectification of the 
frontier.’’

Should Rumania fight to tha bitter end 
and be crushed militarily, it is regarded 
as not wholly improbable that Ferdi- 
nand would join Peter of Servia in 
exile, but the abdication of his dynasty 
perhaps would not be insisted on. 

Sofa is much more objective in its 
judgment of events than any of the 
other capitals I have been in. The few 
mren who direct and control Bulgarian 
affairs of state are extreme realists in 
politics. Beyond the Dobrudja they are 
pot inclined to discuss Rumania, until 
the fate of Rumania is,fully in the 
hands of Bulgaria and her allies. 
The relations of Bulgaria and Turkey 
are declared never to have been better. 
Bulgarians ana Turks are fighting 
shoulder to shoulder in the Dobrudija 
and on the Salonica front. It is as- 
serted, with great emphasis, that it was

The election to Congress of Miss Jeannette

By the Constitution, the election of Representa- 
tives in Congress is a matter qf State right, sub- 
ject to certain. conditions as to apportionment, 
citizenship and length of term. But close upon 
acknowledgment of the privileges of the Com- 
monwealth comes a provision that the Federal 
Legislature itself in each of its House be the 
judge of the qualifications of its own members. 

The Constitution, says the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall be composed of “members” elect- 
ed as prescribed, and that no “person” shall 
serve a8 a member who does not meet certain 
requirements. In these terms is no indication 
of sex. But one requirement for eligibility in 
a member is that of residence in that “State in 
which he shall be elected.” The issue some- 
body is bound to raise will hinge upon the intent 
behind that “he,” but there is Httle doubt that 
the constitution will be found flexible enough to 
carry out the will of the people of Montana. 

How times have changed from the day when 
Thomas Jefferson declared that women were de- 
signed for the protection rather than the direction 
of Government, and that a woman in office was 
““an innovation for which the country is not pre- 
pared.” 

The most interesting member of the new Con- 
gress, just elected from Montana, is described as 
petite, pretty, with light’ brown hair and deep, 
soulful eyes; she makes her own clothes and hats, 
which reports say are stunning; and she is also 
an excellent cook. Although meeting the consti- 
tional requirement of age, she is youthful enough 
to be decidedly eligible to interest from a view- 
| point other than purely congressional; she is un- 
married. In a House evenly divided she should 
easily hold the balance of power-—-who knows but 
that Thomas Jefferson’s Government will be run 
by a woman? 

The point is that she is of the pronounced femi- 
uine type, not the raw-boned, box-toed, short- 
Maired, militant, “new” sort, but rather an old- 
fushioned one—a regular woman. Thus we shall 
rerceive sex, 50 to speak, tried on its own merits 
sn the experiment of woman as a legislative factor. 
*“{ am deeply conscious of my responsibility,” says 
the new member. “It is wonderful to have the op- 
portunity to be the first woman to sit in Congress. 
I will not only represent the women of Montana,

RANCE was helpless under the sway of its English masters. 

sistless wave, England's bowmen and. steelclad knights*had surged’ over
